The artist is uuvv working night and 
day making more reproductions, as 
two or three dozen orders have been 
sent him by officers of the fleet. 


Admiral Dewey's 
shoemaker at 


Washington sent him. a fine pair of 
•white shoes, with the modest request 
that the admiral give him the pair he 
wore during the battle of May 1. The 
exact identity of the shoes in question 
being uncertain, the admiral compro- 
mised by writing a letter of thanks. 
A steel watch, made of steel taken 
from the Maine, is one interesting 
souvenir. 


Some of the most beautiful things he 


has are presents from Aguinaido. The 
dictator has the greatest admiration 
and respect for Dewey, and has the 
singular habit of making an elaborate 
gift to the admiral whenever the latter 
"calls him down."

"The Boys of Siberia" is the title 


of an article in the St. Nicholas by 
Thomas G. Allen, Jr. 
Mr. Allen says: 


I have often witnessed the brava 


endurance of the Siberian boy, but 
never to such an extent as while en. a 
sledge journey from Krasnoyarsk to 
Minusinsk. 
The road between these 


two points during the winter is noth- 
ing more than the frozen surface of 
ihe Yenisei river, for the ice is over 
a yard iu thickness, and although the 
swift current of the river crowds it 
up into small hummocks during ihe 
early winter, yet, with the packing of 
snow and the constant wear of the 
sledge caravans, it atibrds a compara- 
tively smooth a:id solid roadbed. The 
ice is considered so safe that it is even 
used as a bridge for the trains of the 
Trans-Siberian railway. 
The ties are 


!ak!- directly upon ihe ice and the loco- 
motive with a loaded train steams 
across. Fancy a thousand tons" weight 
crossing one of the largest and deep- 
est rivers in Siberia merely on frozen 
water! 


The incident I am going io tell oe- 


currei: on one of the coldest nights I 
have ever experienced, for the ther- 
i;;omeier stood at 
-~> decrees below 


zero. 
In order to prepare for the 


Song ride io the next station, I had 
sv.allowed three or four glasses of hot 
tea at iheyemskie quarieer. or station, 
and strapped on a heavy reindeer-pelt 
over my huge Russian overcoat. 
On 


reaching the sledge, or taraniass, 
which was waiting, 1 saw on the driver's 
box what appeared io be a solid ball 
of fur, bur on closer inspection I 
found that the bundle contained a boy 
not more than fourteen years of age. 
His extreme yoiitlmilness surprised 
me. and I immediately returned to the 
keeper of the quarteer to remonstrate 
with him lii:a against detailing a mere 
boy for such an arduous duty on 
such a cold night.

same journey many times before, and 
was indeed a fuil-tiedged yemstchick, 
or tarautass driver.

I gave the word to start.

O;ir horses were already im- 


patient with the cold. 
The night v.-as

way among the hummocks of ice on 
the river was almost indistinguishable. 
As the darkness increased, we fre- 
quently missed it aliogt-ther. and the 
ponderous sledge went bumping and 
toppling over the icy hummock of ice. 
'"The horse is down, bariii" (master), 
shouted the little yemstchick. I leaped 
out; at once, and ran to the horse's 
head to assist hi:ti to ;ise, but lie did 
not move.
